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the  need  of  more  such  songs,  ANOTHER  SINGING  TIME  has  been 
prepared  for  children  from  two  to  seven  years  of  age. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  first  volume,  the  authors  have  tried  to  make 
these  songs  a real  expression  of  the  moods  and  interests  of  young 
children.  Three  of  the  songs  were  made  by  children,  and  all  of  the 
others  have  been  suggested  by  observation  of  the  spontaneous  musical 
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Although  piano  accompaniments  are  given  for  all  of  the  songs, 
they  may  be  used  without  the  piano,  providing  the  teacher  or  mother 
can  sing  simply  and  accurately.  Several  of  the  songs,  “Run  a Little,” 
“Let’s  Go  Walking,”  “Over  and  Over,”  were  written  to  be  used  as  an 
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Children  like  much  repetition,  and  they  may  find  pleasure  in  sing- 
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Some  of  the  songs  may  be  dramatized  by  the  children  who  should 
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act  it  according  to  their  own  plans. 

These  songs  are  presented  with  the  hope  that  the  children  and 
their  friends  who  liked  SINGING  TIME  will  also  enjoy  these  songs 
in  the  home,  in  the  nursery  school,  the  kindergarten  and  the  primary 
grades.
